ONDON,November

The ar- 
rest made by the 
police late last 
bight amounts to 
naught. The mys- 
tery is as deep as 
ever. Sir Charies 
Warren confesses 
the utter helpless- 
ness of his case to- 
} night by publish- 
ing a promise of 
pardon to accomplices if they turn informers, 
This is most absurd, from the fact that every 
detail of the seven murders, of the same type, 
| go to show that the murderer bad no accom- 
iplices; Dut his latest erlme goes to show 
that he is a shrewd man, and not above 
changing bis tactics. Knowing the streets are 
guarded he lures his victims to thelr rooms. 
So long as he follows this plan there 1s no 
limit to his opportunities for orime, and he will 
probably not de caught unless by some Diun- 
der of his own. 
A PLAUSIBLE THEORY. 

An important fact was pointed out to-day 
which starts a new and quite probable theory 
of the murders. It appears that cattle 
boats bringing live freight to London 
usually come into the Thames Thursdays or 
Fridays and leave again for the Continent on 
Sundays or Mondays. It has already been a 
matter of comment that the revolting crimes 
have been committed at the end of the week, 
and an opinion has been formed among some 
of the detectives that the murderer isa 
drover or butcher employed on one of 
these boats, of which there are 
many, and that he periodically appears and 
disappears with one of the steamers. This 
theory is held to be of much importance by 
those engaged in the investigation, who be- 
lieve that the murderer does not reside either 


in Whitechapel or even in this country 
at all. It is thought tbat he may 
be either a person employed upon 


one of these boats or one who is allowed to 
travel by them, and inquiries have for some 
time been directed to following up this 
theory. 

At inquests over previous victims the Coro- 
ners expressed the opinion that the knowl- 
edge of anatomy possessed by the butcher 
would have been sufficient to enable him to 
find and cut out parts which in several 
cases were abstracted. A similar theory is 
that the man is a Malay cook on steamers 
running to Mediterranean ports. But so far 
itisalltheory. There are few facts except 
that the woman has been,murdered and the 
murderer is still free. 

A man’s pilot coat has been found in 
the murdered woman’s room, but whether 
it belonged to one of her paramours 
or to the murderer has not been ascer 
tained. By some this is looked upon as strong 
corroboration of the sailor theory. The doc- 
tors who made the post-mortem authorize 
the statement that no portion of the body was 
taken away by the murderer. 

A GHASTLY SPEOTACLE. 
One physician gives your correspondent the 
following description of the conditon of the 
body when found. The woman lay on her 
back on the bed, entirely naked. Her 
throat was cut from ear to ear right down to 
the spinal column. The ears and nose had 
been cut clean off. The breasts had also been 
entirely cut off and placed on a table by the 
side of the bed. The stomach and abdomen had 
been ripped open, while the face was slashed 
about so that the features were beyond ail 
recognition. The kidneys and heart were re- 
moved from the body and placed on a table by 
the sidebf the breasta. The liver was taken 
out and laid onthe rightthigh. Her clothes, 
soaked in blood, were on the floor by the side 
of the bed. No appearances of a struggle were 
visible. A more sickening sight could not be 
imagined. 
— everybody in the neighborhood of 
the murder had some story to tell to-day, but 
that of Mrs. Maxwell, wife of the lodging- 
nouse keeper of Dorset street, opposite the 
court where Mary Kelly lived, seems reliable, 
and goes to show that the murder was com-

Isaid to her: ‘Why don’t 
you go and have a haifa pint of beer? It will 
put you right.’ She replied: ‘I’ve just had 
one, but I am so bad I couldn’t keep it 
down.’ I didn’t know then that she had 
separated from the man she had been living 
with, and I thought he had been paying her. 
I then went out to do some errands and on my 
return saw Kelly standing outside the public 
house talking to a man. That was the last I 
saw ofher. It must have been 9 o’clock.’’ 
THE BLOODHOUND PURSUIT ABANDONED. 

The body was discovered about one hour 
afterward. Soon after the discovery of the 
murder the authorities at Scotland Yard tele- 
graphed that bloodhounds would be sent and 
all pedestrians were forbiden to approach 
anywhere nearthe house in which the body 
was. These precautions were maintained till 
a second telegram from headquarters was re- 
celved stating that the dogs were not to be 
sent. The nonappearance of the bloodhounds 
was to-day accounted for. During the recent 
trials in Surrey the animals ran away and 
bave not been recovered. 

The excitement in the neighborhood is not 
sO great as immediately following the previ- 
ous murders. People are becoming accus- 
tomed to the horrors. To-night as usual the 
streets are full of loose women plying thelr 
trade unterrified by Mrs. Kelly’s fate. Noone 
was permitted to see the body to-day. It will 
be buried Monday morning. After the in- 
quest at midnight the detectives: engaged in 
the case were holding a conference about their 
future line of action, but no one is under ar- 


rest. 
THE PEOPLE INDIGNANT. 


Public indignation over the failure of the 
guardians of the city to track the fiend has 
penetrated Parliament, and next week the 
Government will be obliged to make some re- 
ply to questions which have been asked. 
Home Secretary Matthews and Sir Charles 
Warren will again be put on the 
anxious seat. They are held responsible, 
and doubly responsible, for the repetition 
of these atrocities. They will de called 
upon to explain minutely the measures that 
have been taken to prevent and detect them, 
and a clear account will be demanded of 
them, for neither has much support or popu- 
larity. Matthews is regarded as the sudden 
creation of Lora Randolph Churchill and the 
other as acourt favorite. The proclamation 
to-day granting immunity to any accomplice 
of the murderer who will deltver him up to 
justice, is ridiculed as totally inadequs's and 
irrational. 

The same stupid methods of tracking the 
criminalare being employed now as in the 
former cases. Sir Charles Warren is away on 
a leave of absence, his present locality being 
a mystery. He was last heard from at St. 
Petersburg. Urgent telegrams have been 
sent to him recalling him to his duty but they 
have not reached him as yet. He is believed 
to be enroute to Mostow now, but noone 
seems to know where he is. The fact of his 
absence has not yet been made public but 
there willbe a perfect storm of indignation 
when it is Known. The Cabinet discussed 
matters relating to the Whitechapel murder 
and touching. upon Commissioner Warren’s 
efficiency for three hours this afternoon, and 
it is rumored that they will make a scapegoat 
of Warren. This would certainly be a sop to 
the public and would ward off censure of the 
Government for a time at least.

A General War the Probable Result—Atti- 
tude of the Great Powers.

VIENNA, November 10.

that littie State, 
adherents of the Queen, who 
are undoabtedly in the majority out- 
side the official classes, are meditating 
a coup d’etat which has for its object the de- 
thronement of King Milan and the placing of 
his son on the throne, with his mother asa 
member of a regency during his minority. 
That the situation in Servia is becoming 
alarming is evidant from the fact that Russia 
has notified Austria thatif the latter should 
throw a force into Servia to aid King Milan in 
quelling any insurrection that may occur, 
Russia will at once occupy Bulgaria. 

QUEEN NATALIE’S POWERS. 

Those European politicians who had watched 
the course of events in Servia during the past 
several years expected that Queen Natalie 
would not sit calmly under the treatment she 
received from the King. They now believe 
that the Queen can make. disclosures which 
would not only lead to civil war in Servia, 
but also embroil Austria and Russia in a strife 
which would probably lead to a general 
European war, as Germany and Italy 
could hardly stand by and see their ally 
engaged in a hopeless encounter with Russia, 
no matter how damaging the disclosures 
against Austria. Sympathy for Queen Natalie 
eontinues to spread, not only in Servia but 
throughout the other Balkan States and in 
Russia, and even in Austria where the Slavs 
warmly expouse her cause. 
There can be no doubt at all that King Milan

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GEFFICKEN AND BISMARCK. 


Facts That Will Come Ont at the Doctor's 
Trial—The Chancelor’s Star Waning. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
ERLIN, November 
10.—Developments at 
Berlin during the 
past week have cre- 
ated renewed inter- 
estin the forthcom- 
ing trial of Dr. Geftic- 
ken, as it promises 
to bring out some re- 
markable facts. In 
the journals which 
are at the absolute 
disposal of Prince 
Bismarck the asser- 
tion has been sedul- 
ously spread that Dr. Gefficken was the agent 
ofa Fronde, composed of the rather incon- 
gruous elements of the advanced Liberal and 
Ultramontane parties. Soon after the allega- 
tion had been launched it was discovered that 
the Hamburg criminal in question belonged 
to the ‘‘Free Conservative’’ group. This was 
no doubt a great blow and inward discoura:e- 
ment to the semi-official writers; but they 
thereupon declared that at any rate the deed 
of Dr. Gefficken was calculated to serve 
the enemies of the Empire. In saying so 
the fact that the author ofthe diary was the 
first to demand the re-establishment of the 
German Empire was of course conveniently 
overlooked. | 

Now a new discovery has been made, even 
more fatal to the Bismarckian theory. A 
pamphiet is brought to light which Dr. Gef- 
ficken wrote during the war between France 
and Germany, under the title of The Consti- 
iction of the German Federal State.’’ It bears 
date of October 9, 1870. In it the author 
shows himself to be on all the chief 
questions on the side of Bismarck. 
Like the latter at that time. Dr. 
Gefficken had his doubts and hesitations as to 
the assumption of the imperial title. Even as 
Bismarck, Gefficken was averse tothe estab 
lishment of a responsible ministry for all 
Germany. ‘‘The future German Federal 
State, he wrote, will bear even less than 
the present North German Confederation, the 
forms of a constitutional monarchy.’’ 

A CONSERVATIVE POLICY. 

Proceeding on these conservative lines, Dr. 
Gefficken declared that Bismarck bad been 
quite right in opposing the motion formerly 
made by Dr. Twesten and Count Munster for 
the establishment of a responsible Federal 
ministry. Again, on the question as to 
whether it would be feasible to form an up- 
per house, to consist of reigning princes and 
members of the higher aristocracy, Dr. 
Gefficken supported the objection of the lead- 
ing Prussian statesman. 80, also, he pro- 
nounced strongly against the use of any foree 
or pressure in regard to the states of South- 
ern Germany. With a sic volo, sic jupeo,’’ 
he wrote, nothing can be done. The presi- 
dential power of the Confederation has not, 
in the present case, a vanquished enemy be- 
fore it who must obey, but it has to deal with 
allies, two of whom possess a territory which 
contains as many inhabitants as all the North- 
ern States together, Prussia excepted.’’ 

All this was In accordance with the scru- 
ples, or rather apprehensions, felt by Bis- 
marck at a time when the Crown Prince Fred- 
erick evidently saw things in a clearer light. 
Still more, Dr. Gefficken, in his pamphlet, 
declared against the political demand of the 
Progressist party of Prussia as laid down in 
its programme of September 20, 1870—a pro- 
gramme which, to all appearance, had the as- 
sent of the heir apparent. Here Dr. 
Gefficken spoke disparagingly of The 
Danaides work’’ of the numerous con- 
stituent assemblies, which have framed 
constitutions since 1791 without having learned 
anything by their failure; never going to the 
trouble to take real forces into account. 
This whole programme, he added, would 
only be an aggravation of the German Impe- 
rial Constitution of 1840. 


A DEFENSE OF THE CHANCELOK. 

He then defends Bismarck’s own political 
production, namely, the constitution of the 
North German Confederation, and maintains 
also have a, décis- 
framing 


that Bismarck must 
Ive voice in the 
constitution for the 
whole of Germany. 
With considerable 
bitterness, Dr. Gef- 
ficken attacks; The 
inevitable radical 
unreason which sees 
a threat to popular 
liberty in every 
firmiy established 
governmental pow- 
er. He is not less 
strong on: ‘The 
hatred the ultra 
montanes dear to every Federal constitution 
which confers the leadership upon Prussia. 
Finally, be desires the abolition of triennial 
Parliaments and the extension of the legis- 
lative period to five years—a ‘‘Reform’’ which 
the imperial Chancelor has indeed latterly 
carried out. 

Dr. Gefficken is an independant Conserv- 
ative who, in spite of his political principles, 
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im the press, but very fully in 
circles. There is a saying attributed to 
the German Chanecelor when questioned as to 
3 the then Prince William would stand with 
the Prince succeed to tife throne.

Firstthe charge was 
made that the Government had tampered w ith 
the jury, but it now appears that the four who 
voted against bringing im sm true bill were 
Conservatives and strong ts of the 
Administration. It is not yet known what 
new steps will be taken. but a royal commis- 
sion is talked of. No sener was the trial of 
the dels burked than the Cali pub- 
lished an affidavit from J. B. McArthur 
of Minneapolis, which seems to have 
afforded the information upon which the 
papers proceeded in making their charges. 
Its appearance caused quite a sensation. In 
the first place it shows that the agitation 
against monopoly in this province for several 
years has been In part fed from 8t. Paul. Me- 
Arthur was solicitor of the Manitoba Central 
and several other railways, all of which were 
promoted by the St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Manitoba Railway Co., and it was its business 
as soon as the charters of any of these were 
disallowed at Ottawa to see to their 
immediate re-enactment by the Legisialature 
here. Accordingly when the present Govern- 
ment was sworn in, and before the Ministers 
went back to the country for re-election, he 
waited upon Premier Greenway and re- 
quested the re-enactment of the Manitoba 
Central Railway charter and certain amend- 
ments in the rallway ald act. In his affidavit 
he states that Mr. Greenway conceded to his 
requests but on the condition that the com- 
pany would contribute $2,500 to his own con- 
test and $10,000 for the general election. Mr. 
Greenway, of course, denies the charges in 
toto, and those who expected to arrive at the 
facts in the course of the recent trial must 
still suspend judgment. 
THE CARNIVAL AT MONTREAL. 
MONTREAL, Ontario, November 10.—The ar- 
rangemente for the coming carnival are well 
in hand and everything possible is being done 
to insure ite success. The committee intend 
this year to make the programme more at- 
tractive than heretofore. It is the intention 
of the Ice Palace Committee to get the newest 
and handsomest design for the Ice Palace. 
One new feature will be the Ice 
Railway, for which arrangements are 
being made from Montreal, across the St. 
Lawrence to St. Helen’s Island, a distance of 
about halt a mlle. On this island will bea 
huter’s camp with other attractions as well 
as the tobogganing club. The committee is 
getting upaspeocial illumination of all the 
slides, and everything possible will be done 
to make the national sport one of the great 
attractions. Snow-shoeing clubs are organiz< 
ing and promise this year to make a 
much more imposing show than 
ever before.

AN INHUMAN CUSTOMS OFTFIOER. 
Orrawa, Ontario, November 10.—For bar- 
barity a repoct which comes from Collector 
of Oustoms ata point in New Brunswick, is 
without a parallel in the history of civiliza- 
tion. It appears that afew weeks ago a me- 
echanic who bad gone from New Brunswick in 
search of work was, shortly after his arrival, 
taken seriousiy tli and died. One of the 
benevolent societies in Boston, of whieh de- 
oeased was a member, purchased an expen- 
sive casket and forwarded the remains home. 
On arriving at New Brunswick the Collector 
of Customs demanded duty upon the casket at 
the rate of i per cent ad valorem, which 
brought the duty up to nearly $40, 
and which the friends of the 
deceased were unable to pay. 
He heid the casket and its contents for several 
Gays, but the duty was not forthcoming. A 
cheap wooden coffin was purchased by the 
triends of the deceased, into which the corpse 
was removed and taken away tor burial. The 
Collector of Customs, in the meantime, has 4 
second-hand casket on hie hands whieb he is 
trying to sell for the duty he olaimed.

ROCHESTER’S HOLOCAUST. 
TEN BODIES RECOVERED FROM THE RUINS 
‘ OF THE LANTERN FACTORY. 


Some-of the Wounded Will Die of Their In- 
juries—Ten Men Believed to Be Buried 
Under the Smoking Debris—Foremas 
John Gall’s Heroism—The Building In- 
sufficiently Supplied With Fire Escapes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCcH. 
N. T., November 10. 


EARCHERS have 

found so far ten 

bodies in the ruins 

ofthe Steam Gauge 

and Lantern Factory, 

which burned last 

night. The last de- 

velopments show 

that the casualty is 

the worst that ever 

occurred in this 

vicinity. Ten men 

are dead and more 

than that number are 

missing. The build- 

ing was one of the 

largest in the city 

and during regular 

working hours about 

three hundred men 

and boys were em- 

ployed. It has been learned to-day that fully 

sixty ofthese werein the factory when the 

fire started. They were working three hours 

overtime to complete orders. Whenthe fire 

was discovered about fifty men were on 

the fifth and sixth floors andthe rest in the 
basement. 

Jacob Fox, one of the emyloyes, 
gave the story of the terrible disaster. 
he: 

„The first Iheard was a cry ot fire and al- 
most instantly a volume of black smoke 
rushed into our room on the sixth floor. It 
nearly overpowered me but being near the 
stairway I rushed out, my companions 
following me. Then I heard some one below 
cry, ‘Go back! Go back! Itisaliafire,” I re- 
turned upstairs. By this time the room was 
filled with smoke. 

BY A DESPERATE EFFORT 

I managed to reach a window near 
which was a fire escape. There was 
no time to lose, as several of those 
behind me were, in their efforts to 
get out the building, forcing me out of the 
window. Iswung myself onto the escape and 
hurried down, dropping nearly twenty feet 
from the end of it. There I lay, how long 
I don’t know, until some one picked me 
up. As I left the building I heard 
cries and shouts of terror. One man yelled 
that they were forcing him out of the window. 
Within ten minutes from thd time the fire 
started the whole building was practically in 
flames although it was seven stories high.’’ 

This morning, although the ruins were yet 
on fire, details of firemen began searching for 
bodies. At8o’clock three forms, 

FRIGHTFU LLY CHARRED, 
were found and carefully conveyed to a more 
fitting resting place. One was recognized as 
Jobn Martin, atinsmith, by the peculiar ap- 
pearance of his teeth. An immense crowd 
had gathered in the vicinity, and when 
the bodies were taken out the 


people became almost frantic. Among 
them were many relatives of the 


missing operatives, and their sobs and cries 
renttheair. At 4 o’clock this afternoon an- 
other body was found and taken out. It was 
burned beyond recognition. This was the last 
found before darkness set in and stopped tie 
work of the searchers. 
THE CAUSE OF THE FIRE 
is now believed by experts to be an explosion 
of sewer gas. Under the factory ran the 
outlet sewer of several streets. The sewage 
water was used at times for power purposes 
and when 80 applied a gate com- 
obstructed the passace. The 

was closed last night. It ts 
supposed that the sewer gas, prevented from 
leaving the sewer by this gate, forced its way 
into the factory and made ite way to the up- 
per floors.

THE VOTE OF 8ST. LOUIS. 

The total vote of St. Louis for Presi- 
dent on Tuesday was 50,649, an increase of 
16,724 over her total in 1884. And still 
there were 15,915 registered voies that 
were not polled for anybody, and perhaps 
10,000 more lawful votes that were not 
even registered. 

This neglect of the freeman’s privilege 
and duty—this indifference to the issues 
between parties—this seeming unconcern 
as to how or by whom our governments, 
Federal, State and municipal, are run, has 
long been a standing reproach to St. Louis, 
such as no other other Jeading city in this 
country has ever incurred. 

Habits and temper acquired by Demo- 
orats in war times and during the subse- 
quent period of disfranchisement may 
partly account for it. The hopelessness 

the Republican minority in this State 
in later years is partly responsible for it, 
and partisan tampering with the regis- 
tration and ballot-boxes may be enumer- 
ated among other causes that have dis- 
gusted and discouraged voters. 

But it is more important to reform it 
than to account for it. The increased 
vote of this election is only a beginning 
of the needed reform, and leaves much 
more to be accomplished. Of this in- 
creased vote the Republicans brought out 
10,768, and the Democrats only 3,927. 
Who can say that the Democrats would 
not have carried the city if they had 
worked and behaved so as to bring out the 
15,915 registered votes that kept away 
from the polis? Who can say which party 
would carry St. Louis next spring if it 
were possible to register and vote the 
85,000 votes which would be polled in any 
other city with the same population? 

The Republicans have carried St. Louis 
by a majority of thousands and won three 
Congressmen by simply drawing on the 
city’s very large reserve of voters, leav- 
ing still enough silent to turn the ma- 
jority the other way. Will the Democruts 
take the hint and recover their former 
ascendency here by a course that will 
bring to their support a majority of the 
25,000 votes not polled at the recent elec- 
tion, and at the same time help the Re- 
publicans to remove a stain from the 
record of their city? Will they do this, or 
will they try to recover lost ground by 
bulldozing large elasses of voters with 
threats of hostile legislation, while rely- 
ing on a strictly partisan control of reg- 
istration and other ballot-box frauds to 
keep the vote of St. Louis for mere parti- 
san purposes below that of cities with a 
third less population? 

The recent election has opened the eyes 
of our people, and the plan of cinching 
down to village dimensions the vote of 
this great city can never succeed again. 
The bulldozing might work in some sec- 
tions of this country, but it will never 
win here. St. Louis and St. Louis people 
are ‘‘not built that way.’’

Of course it is easy enough to find valu- 
able lessons in defeat. Valuable lessons 
are practically all that are left to the van- 
quished.

One charm- 
ing little Miss of 16 seized the President’s band 
in both of her palms yesterday afternoon and 
with genuine regret in every tone of her voice 


said, ‘‘Dear Mr. President, I am 80 sorry. 
Please tell Mrs. Cleveland that I hoped so 
much she would be here four years more. All 
the girls like her so much.’’ he President's 
eyes moistened atrifie as he replied: ‘‘You 
are very kind to sa „ and I believe you 
mean every word of it. I'll tell Mrs. Cleve- 
land, surely. 

Condolence from other sources Is not 90 
well received. A young man approached the 
President at Wednesday’s reception and with 
great elaboration of manner said: ‘‘I regret 
exceedingly, Mr. Presideas, that I cannot give 
myself the pleasure of extending my heartiest 
congratulations.’’

Adolph Meyer of the Rugia, with his two 
mates and five of the seamen, had been res- 
cued by a passing vessel and landed at Trou- 
ville. The rest of the Rugia’s crew, sixteen in 
number, are missing and supposed to be 
drowned. 

The Nantes was one of the small steamers 
that ply between Liverpool and Havre. At 
the office of the Cunard Steamship Oo. in this 
city it was learned that she carrieda crew of 
sony men. All ofthese are supposed to be 

ost. 
The collision is said to have occurred at 
night during a heavy fog. Accurate details 
cannot be had until the report of Capt. Meyer 
to his company is made public. 

Both vessels carried valuable cargoes, and 
the loss on ships and freight is estimated at 
near a million dollars. If none of the crew of 
the Nantes have been rescued the number of 
lives lost will exceed seventy.

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DEATH TO THE SALOONS. 


THE NEW LAW TO BE INTRODUCED INTO 
THE NEXT LEGISLATURE 


Sensational Outcome of the Democratic 
Soreness Over Tuesday's Defeat—A Move- 
ment Which May Finally Confiscate $25,- 
000,000 Worth of Property—The Brewers 
and Saloon Men Alarmed. 


RITIHNG under the 
defeat of Tuesday, 
some of the Demo- 
cratic party mans 
gers have publicly

anti-prohibition element, first by seeing that 
the Sunday law is rigidly enforced in this 
city, as well as throughout the State, and 
secondly by the passage of stringent laws 
which will make the saloon-keepers’ lot any- 
thing but a happy one.

In the first place, Icannot give you much of 
an idea of Browning’s personal bearing. He 
is known to me better as a general fifteen- 
puzzle poet, whose madrigals, together with 
ltr of bromide, I have now and then taken 
in order to please twoofthe most delightful 
young ladies between the Narrows and the 
Golden Gate. 
Browning's style, Mr. Murch, reminds me 
of Ferdinand Ward’s. It is crooked and 
heavily involved. Where de is clear at all he 
has openly plagiarized Thomas Brower Pea- 
cock of Topeka, Kan. 
Jam afraid, Mr. Murch, that you and Brown- 
ing would not get along together. Your tastes 
are so different. He loves literature, but he 
dislikes ventriloguism, and so you would 
have very little fun together. When he got 
back from your house I would be afraid he 
might quote from the Statue and Bust, as 
follows: 
If I spend the night with that devil twice, 
May his window serve as a loop of hell, 
Whence a damned soul looks on paradise. 
No, you would not like Browning there in 
yourtown. Youand Browning are so aiffer- 
ent. What reply would a retired mule skinner 
make to a hairy gentieman who should make 
the remark: ‘‘Zooks?’’ The word Zooks or 
Gadzooks, both of which Mr. Browning fre- 
quently uses, as we printers might say, to 
makea line justify,even though he might 
stultify himself hy so doing, would cast a 
gioom over your set which your sleight-of- 
band man and humorist would be barely able 
to overcome. 
Recently an English exchange has said that 
the average book of American verse is better 
than that of England, and Ido not doubt it. 
While I still say that Mr. Browning isa good 
poet, provided he could so influence the 
Creator as to have a new set of brains brought 
into general use in reading his verse, I must 
say that! like poetry which does not call so 
much for brain fag as it does forthe respon- 
sive sentiments in the human heart. Take this 
from Browning, for instance: 
Ichabod, Ichabod, 
The glory is departed! 
Travels waring East away. 
Who of knowledge, by hearsay, 
Reports a man upstarted 
Somewhere as a god, 
Hordes grown European hearted; 
Millions of the wild made tame 
On a sudden at his fame. 
Compare this with the earnest, brave utter- 
ances of Emery Alonzo Fillow of O street, 
Lincoln, Neb., the author of Strangers Yet’’ 
and other songs. From a neat little volume 
recently issued here, and called the ‘‘Fillow 
Genealogy, by Mr. Van Hoosear, a gentle 
manly horse trader or Connecticut, I select 


author. He starts out by stating that he is 
sitting at the time in the shadows of the 
maple, etc., in the following terse words: 

I’m sitting to-aay mid the shadows that are cast by 
the old maple trees, 

That stand in the yard of Van Hoosear, the sixth and 
a half cousin to me. 


> * 
But now their children have scattered in distant 
parts far o’er the land, 
And became to each other as strangers, a fact which 
I quite understand; 
And to-day they can hardly tell you from whence 
their grandfather came, 
Whether from Turkey or Ireland or France, and 
some of them misspelis their name. 
Anybody can understand that. It appeals to 
everybody. There is no one who has rot at 
some time in his life been scattered. Here we 
see itexpressed in a clear, straightforward 
way. 
But that is not all. Mr. Browning Is profane. 
In one poem he says: 


Gr-r-r-there go, my heart's abhorrence! 
Water your damned flower pots, do! 


In the matter of profanity Browning is not 
‘original. He plagiarizes well-known Amer'!- 
can writers like Andrew Jackson, Horace 
Greeley and Henry Watterson. 

No. Mr. Murch; Browning is not the man to 
help you open your new house.

Remarkable Specimens of Spanish Archi-

Mrs. Caldeno Mar- 
tinez, the last sur- 
vivor of the Alamo 
massacre, who closed 
the eyes of Davy 
Crockett, has kin- 
died, or rather 
awakened, a pew in- 
terest in the ancient Missions in and around 
San Antonio, and it is said that a movement 
is taking shape among some leading Catholics 
to protect and preserve the historic walls. 
The Catholic Church in Texas to which these 
Missions belong is too poor to restore their 
ancient glories, but they have a historic value 
which may entitie them to consideration from 
the Government. One ofthe most famous of 
Parisian architects, ma recent tour through 
this country, pronounced the Mission of San 
Jose the finest piece of architecture in the 
United States. The King of Spain sent to su- 
perintend its construction an architect of rare 
genius, Huizar by name, whose descendants 
still live in Texas and evidences of whose su- 
perior skillare everywhere apparent.

below the city is the Mission of San Francisco 
de la Espada, founded in 1716. It was first lo- 
cated on the banks of the Medina River, but 
In 1730 was moved to its 2 1 on 
account of the frequent attacks of the 
Apaches. Portions of the walls, and the 
eword-shaped tower are still standing. Next 
comes the Mission of San Juan Capistrano, 
which was founded in 1716, but is now in 
ruins. The rulas, however, speak volumes 
for the skill of the architect who designed and 
the laborers who erected the edifice. In gen- 
eral style it differs from all the other missions. 
‘The holy father stationed there is possessed of 
a rich fund of information regarding its early 
history, which he delights to tell to apprecia- 
tive visitors. 


One of the most noted structures is the 
Cathedral of San Fernando, which was never 
a mission, but was built by subscription about 
the year 1732 on its present site, between Main 
and Military plazas, in the heart of this his- 
toric city, and was usedas a parish church. 
The front of the old building has been replaced 
by a modern structure, wbich is used as the 
auditorium of the cathedral, while a portion 
of tne old building forms the sanctuary and 
can be seen in all its ancient beauty 
from the Military plaza. The erection 
of the new portion was eommenced in 1868, the 
laying of the corner stone of this portion being 
on the 27th of September of that year. The 
interior of this cathedral is very interesting 
to residents as well as visitors. The ap- 
pointments are rich and complete, and 
although the towers and the external front 
are not completed the interior is perfect. On 
the right and front of the sanctuary stands a 
life-size and beautifully carved statue of the 
Blessed Virgin. This statue was the gift of 
Maj. Joseph E. Dwyer, one of the most prom- 
inent and public-spirited citizens of San An- 
tonio, who, possessed of ample wealth, has 
not forgotten his mother church. On the left 
andfront of the sanctuary stands a life-size 
and very expressive statue of St. Joseph, 
which was the gift of the late Honore Grenet, 
an adopted citizen trom La Belle France, 
who was himself adopted as a brother in the 
hearts of his fellow citizens and whose many 
acts of ecnarity cause his on ge | to 
be revered by all who knew im. 
This old cathedral, could it speak, would tell 
of very many important events which have 
occurredin and around it. From the old 
tower, now torn down, was displayed the 
blood-red flag of the butcher, Santa Anna, 
during the memorable siege and sacrifice of 
the heroes of the Alamo. Other Spanish ana

owned by the State, and guarded at the oity’s 
expense. Its cracked and cannon battered 
wails stand on Alamo Plaza. The visitor who 
comes to town and leaves without paying 
these ruins a visit is classe@as unbalanced. 
The Alamo has outlived history and memory. 
No one knows when it was built, or by whom. 
Within its walls those rugged heroes, Travis, 
Crockett, Bowie, Bonham, and their brave 
companions, met their death at the hands of 
the — murderers under the command 
of the brutal Santa Anna. Its name, 
„Alamo,“ signifies cottonwood in Spanish, 
and was given to it by troops that came from 
Fort Alamo de Parras, and were quartered 
in the old mission. The main chapel, now 
known as the Alamo proper, is 75x62 feet in 
size, the walls being of solid masonry 4 feet 
thick and 22% feet in height. It fronts to tne 
west towards the ancient city, and at that 
time was about a quarter of a mile distant. 
From the northwest corner a wall extended 
fifty feet to the convent building. The con- 
vent was atwo-story building with a flat roof, 
186 feet in length and 18 feet in width. From 
the northeast corner of the chapel a wall ex- 


a strongly built stockade extended 75 feet to a 
building called the prison. The different in- 
closures embraced between two and three 
acres, and afforded ample accommodations 
forathousand men. The outer walls were 
2% feet wide and 8 feet high, though as they 
were planned as protection against the In- 
dians, the fortress was destitute of salient and 
dominant points in case of a bombardment. 
A ditch, used for irrigation, passed immediately 
in the rear of the church, and another touched 
the northwest angie of the main square. 


— THE BATTLE. 

At the time of the memorable siege, which 
resulted in the death of all the brave defend- 
ers on the 6th of March, 1836, three heavy 
guns were planted upon the walls ot the 
church, one pointed north towards the 
old mill, one pointed west towards the city, 
and one towards the village of La Villeta, in 
the vicinity of the present location of the 
German-English school, where Santa Anna 


pitched his chief camp. Two guns pro- 
tected the stockade between the 
church and prison, and an eighteen- 


pounder was planted at the southwest 
angle of the main square. A twelve-pound 
carronade protected the center of the west 
wall and an eight-pounder protected the 
northwest angle. Two guns were also planted 
on the north wall of the plaza, making in all 
fourteen guns in position Over the church 
building, the present Alamo, floated the flag 
of the Provisional Government of Texas, as it 
was calied, but at that time the struggle of the 
Texans wasjfor the re-establishment of the con- 
stitution of 1824 and the securing of the granted 
rights to the colonists, and against the tyran- 
nical policy of confiscation and annihilation as 
adopted by the usurper, Santa Anna. The 
Declaration of Independence of Texas was 
not passed until nearly a month later. The 
flag, therefore, consisted of the Mexican tri- 
color with the numerals 1824 in the place of, 
the eagle in the white stripe. 

After the battle the Alamo was a ruin. The 

arched roof was 3 and 
the walls were marked by 
the cannon balls, and in some places 
serious breaches bad been made in them. 
For fifteen years no repairs were attempted, 
and then the old church building and the 
convent were rebuilt on the old walls, 
80 as to conform as yearly as possible to 
the original plan, except in the root ot the 
church pbuilding, which received a pitched 
roof instead of the original arched roof 
story made within the 
building. restored condition the 
church building, which is now known as 
the Alamo, has been used mainly as a ware- 
house, and the city of San Antonio has also 
added a one-story addition on the south side 
which is used as the Third Ward Police 
Station. 
It is sincerely to be hoped that the move- 
ment to preserve and protect these massive 
and beautfful ruins of older days may meet 
with speedy success. It was by the 
cans that all these wonders were accom- 
plished, and we Americans of the present 
should lean toward them kindly, for they 
were largely instrumental in freeing Texas 
from both Spanish and Mexican tyranny. As 
priests, they were too manly to sympathize 
with the brutal policy of the oppressors, and 
the Spartan plainness of their lives doubtless 
enhanced their democratic tendencies. — 4 — 
of such broad fraternity they were as still ex- 
alt their creed. So here a charm prevails, 
which this too-forgetful age cannot efface, 
where these memoriais of an ancient faith re- 
minds us of its past!

Tothe public jockeys 
— are merely names. 
They watch the big field of horses sweep round 
the track; they see them enter the stretch, the 
leaders neck and neck, head and head, with 
muscles drawn and nerves tense, then out 
from the ruck and dust clouds comes some 
unknown horse, with the jockey on his back 
plying whip and steel, carrying him along in 
spite of himself, urging with knees and 
legs and voice and arms, and at last fairly 
lifting him in winner by a nose—and the 
crowd applaud, but in five minutes has 
forgotten the jockey. Theyare a queer set, 
these little jockey-men, and they have much 
less of class distinction than the outside 
world, for whose opinion as a rule they care 
but little. To them the starter is a much 
more important personage than the President 
of the United States, and the judges of a race 
than the kings of the earth. Some of these 
dried-up litttle dwarfs have larger salaries 
than the Judges of the Supreme Oourt, and 
there is more than one 16-year-old negro, un- 
able to read or write, who earns more money 
than the Governors the great States of New 
York and Massachusetts combined. There is 
every grade of civilization among them, from 


voodoo charm pressed to his black breast, to 
Garrison and McLaughlin, who travel about 
with their valets and who earn more money 
than all of President Cleveland’s Cabinet put 
together. 

The regular racing season which closed yes- 
terday has seen many changes among these 
littie men. New faces bave come to the front, 
new names are heard. Not that there is any 

araliel on the turf to the society queens who 

ecome theatrical stars without study or train- 
ing; but there has been a springing into 
prominence of names before only heard in 
the West or in purse races. A little 15-year- 
old negro has won more money in purses than 
either McLaughlin, Garrison, Fitzpatrick or 
Murphy, and nearly as muchas any two of 
them combined. There bas also been a sun 
dering of old ties. McLaugblin no longer 
wears the famous colors of the Dwyers, which 
he carried to victory in years gone by, and 
Garrison will beseen no more sporting the 
colors of the mysterious Haygin! Next season 
Littlefield will ride for Morris instead of Sen- 
ator Hearst; Taylor will ride for Capt. Brown 
and Hayward for Mr. Cassatt. 

The most sensational jockey ofthe 
little ‘‘Pikey’’ Barnes, 15 years old an 
as charcoal.

Knott, Littie Barnes began riding for his 
brother, a Favette County (Kentucky) negro, 
when he was 8 years old, and many a joke was 
cracked at the expense of the little black mite 
who was hardly as big as the saddle in 
which he sat. n first rega- 
lar engagement was with Mr. Robert Tucker, 
with whom he remained a year, and whom he 
left to go with Capt. Franklin of Nashville. He 
returned shortly, however, and since then 
has remained constantly with Mr. Tucker. The 
affection between little Barnes and Tucker is 
very strong, Barnes almost idolizing his em- 
ployer, to whose fostering care much of 
arnes’ success can be attributed. The boy 
is polite, well-behaved and ofthe most ster 
ling integrity, He is universally popular 
among racing men. His success does not 
seem to have affected him in the least, and to- 
day he is the same quiet, even-tempered boy 
he was five years ago. He is frugal, has no 
bed habits, and as his income is now between 
$12,000 and $15,000, and is constantly increas- 
ing, he willbe a rich man before he is 30. 
‘*Pikey’’ is devoted to his old black 
‘*‘mammy’’ and keeps her in luxury in Ken- 
tucky. 
His riding possesses the best elements of 
half a dozenof the great jockeys. He isa 
great judge of pace, like urphy, and con- 
servative in his judgment like Melaughlin. 
He has the daring of Fitzpatrick and the en- 
ergy of Garrison. In sbort, the boy is a 
wonder, as his riding proves. 
Any one who saw Barnes when he rode that 
greatrace on Paragon, where he beat Terra 
Cotta, Emperor of Norfolk, Volante and others 
at Nashville last May, will never forget him. 
The Emperor had just begun his series of great 
victories, which only ended when his leg gave 
way, and he was, of course,a hot favorite. 
Paragon went begging at 6, 8 and 10 tol. 
Terra Cotta was in superb condition, 


and- bets were offered that Terra 
Cotta would distance P on.

Reynolds taught him to read and write, and it 
is to the refining influences of her household 
that Murphy owes nis good breeding and his 
fine moral character. He was almost raised 
on horseback, and rode some ofthe Hunt- 
Reynolds horses when he could hardly walk. 

Murpby has always been very grateful to 
his benefactress, andin all his contracts speci- 
files that whenever she needs him to ride any 
of her horses he must be allowed to go. 
Murphy is very saving in his habits, and as 
his income for gwd ag five years has been be- 
tween $10,000 and $15,000 a year, he has 
amassed a neat competency. He bas his own 
home in Lexington, Ky., and owns a number 
of houses there, all of which bring him in 
good rents. He mingles very little with his 
own race and spends his leisure hours in read- 
ing and studying. 

tt is bardiy an exaggeration to say that 
Murphy is the greatest judge of pace this 
country ever saw. Iasked him to ride my 
horse Ban Fox at St. Louis, said Jack Chinn 
to some friends one day when Murphy’s name 
was mentioned. ‘‘It was the time that 
Bankrupt was sweeping everything before 
him, and I asked Murphy if he thought he 
could peat Bankruptin the race next day. 
‘What can your horse gothe distance in?’ he 
asked me. I told him be could run the three- 
quarters—that was the distance—in 1.1462. ‘If 
he can do thatI can win, said he, ‘because 
Bankrupt can’t do it. I have watched the 
horse closely, and I believe if you head him 
off be is a quitter.’ 

„The next day Itook Murphy out and gave 
him instructions. He was to make the first 
quarter in 24%, the halt in 49 and the three- 
quarters in 1:144%. Well, [put my trainer at 
the quarter with his watch and I stood at the 
half with my own. 2 as usual, shot 
out in the lead and Ban Fox followed him two 
or three lengths behind. As Ban Fox passed 
the quarter my trainer looked at his watch. 
It was just 244%. Coming by me Bankrupt was 
still well in front and that black machine on 
Ban Fox was sitting like a log. I glanced at 
my watch. It was just 49tothe dot. In the 
last quarter he closed up on Bankrupt, passed 
him and came in under the string an easy 
winner.

Murphy is said to have the best control of a 
horse of any jockey on the turf, and the most 
unruly animal soon yields to the iron power of 
those long sinewy arms. Murphy rode very 
little last year, except in stakes, and then 
mainly for Baldwin. He took McLaughiin’s 
place for the Dwyers, and rode Kingston to a 
number of victories. He piloted the Emperor 
of Norfolk when that wonderswepteverything 
before him; he won the Jersey Handicap with 
Los Angeles when she beat Badge, Raceland, 
George Oysterand others, and indeed rode 
that splendid filly in all her brilliant victories. 
His winnings in stakes during the season 
amounted to $3,270. 

„ Dare Devil“ Fitzpatrick has not been rid- 
ing as much during the past season as he was 
aceustomed to. He

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Legation Bailding and Its 
Queer Surroundings—A Chat With the 
Minister on American Trade—What We 
Sell Japan and What She Buys of Us— 
America Japan’s Best Customer. 


OKIO, October 6, 1888. 
AI called to-day upon 
the United States Min- 
ister to Japan. The 
American Legation at 
Tokio is better housed 
than most of our for- 
eign missions. The 
building is an im- 
mense two-story brick 
ofa bright cream 
color. It overlooks 
the Bay of Yeddo, with 
ite thousands of queer 
Japanese junks, and it 
has more living rooms 
than has the White House. It has big win- 
dows, wide balls, and the front side of it has 
long. corridors covered with glass. It is ene 
of the best houses in Tokio and it is one of 
the few legation buildings for which Uncle 
Sam pays the rent. It costs $3,500 a year, 
and it i a house which, if located 
at Washington, would rent for twice this 
amount. Its grounds are beautifully 
laid out in all the wonders of Japanese gar- 
dening, and choice trees of flowers All the air 
with a perpetual perfume. A cool wind con- 
stantly blows from the spa and the American 
flag, which floats from a staff in the yard, 
never bangs listless and limp, The surround 
ings Ofthe house are essentially Japanese. 
Long lines of cottages with overhanging roofs 
and with open walls line the street at the 
right, and I caught with my camera à bare- 
legged girl carrying a bucket of water anda 
small boy with a watering can as I rode up to 
the gate in my jinriksba. 

The Governor's carriage was standing at the 
gate, and his two bettoes had charge of it. 
One with a bow!-Ifke bat had bis regular place 
in the coachman’s seat, and the other, who 
usually runs ahead to clear the way, had hold 
of the horses’ heads. I stopped at the porter’s 
lodge, and was received by an old Japanese 
servant who hada four-inch strip of a bald 
spot from his forehead to his crown, which 
bore evidence of being shaved daily. He had 
his back hair tied upon this in the approved 
Japanese fashion in the sbape of a cue, which 
was shaped like an old-fashioned door 
knocker. He pulled up his gown and bumped 
his bare head against the gravel as he saluted 
me, and when I told him I wanted to see the 
minister he sucked im his breath and bowed 
again. He then lead me to the wide front door 
and a second servant took me in hand. 

More bowing, more breath, sucking, and 
then lenter the halls of the American Lega- 
tion. What a change! At the door of our 
minister's house you leave Japan and drop 
down into America. The rooms are furnished 
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in American style. A Brussels carpet of a 
common American pattern takes the place of 
Japanese matting, and easy chairs, racks of 
books and several Gesks look very comfort- 
able in contrast with the houses you have 
been visiting, where a box of charcoal and a 
flower-pot made up the furniture. Instead of 
Japanese soreens, the honest faces of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, George Washington and Gen. 
Grant look down from the walls, and over the 
mantel in the place of honor is a big framed 
photograph of President Cleveland. As you 
go in a hearty voice greets you, and Gov. 
Hubbard gives you welcome with the shake of 
an American band,

goods, who were refused passports from the. 


government toleave Japan until they had 
agreed to buy their goods in Germany. At 
any rate the statistics show that the German 
exports last year increased a million and a 
halt. Basiand aad Germany furnish the rall- 
road supplies of Japan, and in the letting of 
paltroad contracts by the government the 
other powers have en favored over the 
Americans. A vear or so ago Gen. James H. 
Wlison, an American representing a large 
syndicate of American capitalists, was here at 

okio. He offered to bid for certain 
contracts for government railways if 
he could be told that the con- 
tract would be given to the lowest bidder. 
His request was neither refused nor granted 
though he was willing agree to furnish all 
of the materials for these roads and their 
equipment, save the iron for the rails, at a 
price fully as low, if not lower, than the low- 
est bidder. It afterwards became an open 
secret that these roads had been contracted 
for in advance by the German and English 
capitalists, and it was also not doubted asa 
consideration for the support of these Govern- 
ments in the revision of the treaties. Gov. 
Hubbard presented Gen. Wilson's case, and 
he has at all opportunities pushed the rights 
of Americans as the friends of Japan to 
the same chance in these contracts. The 
result is, Iam told, that Americans will here- 
after have a fair competitive show, and that 
American business will be better now 
than it has been before, provided the Amer'i- 
can: manufacturers suit themselves to the 
trade. In justice to Japan, however, it should 
be stated that their railroads were originally 
started on the English system, and that all the 
roads which have — ullt since that time in 
this part of Japan have been made to run in 
connection with these English built roads. 
Japan has its shops bullt with a view to sup- 
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— 5

plying the machinery and the materials for 
such roads, and the use of American patterns 
would require new machinery and an entire 
change in the railroad system. It claims on 
this —— that the adoption would be ex 
pensive and impracticable. 

JAPAN WILLING. 

As to treaty revision, Japan was willing to 
throw her whole country open to foreigners if 
this tarifi regulation of 5 per cent upon im- 

rte and the consular laws were abolished, 

he was willing to adopt a new code of laws 
and to have the cases of foréiyners tried in 
mixed courts, a part of the judges of which 
should be foreigners paid by the Japanese 
overnment. The conference, however, ad- 
journed without doing anything, and the same 
aws prevail to-day. In going to the interior 
of Japan I gotthrough our legation a pass- 
rtfrom the Japanese government, stating 
hat I was about to travel in a certain route, 
and that I would visit certain places, and that 
the trip was for health and scientific investiga. 
tion. his passpcrt is demanded at every 
hotel at whichI stop, and it is registered at 
the police station of every village in which I 
pass the night. 

Gov. Hubbard tells me that we buy more 
from Japan than any other foreign nation. 
Last year, said he, our imports from this 
country amounted to 21,000,000 Japanese dol- 
lars, or about 16,000,000 American dollars. 
We bough 11,000,600 worth of her raw lik, 
and nearly $7,000,000 Warth of ner teas. Tire 
fair cheeks of our tadies were cooled last year 
with $97,000 worth of Japanese funs, and cour 
noses were wiped with $816,000 worth of Japan- 
ese silk handkerchiefs. We buy nearly * 
000 worth of porcelain every year, and our im- 

rts of bam Ware amount to $102,000 of 

apanese money. We buy more than twice as 
much of Japan as any other country, and our 
imports are increasing every year. in 1887 we 
. a million and ahaif more goods than 
in „and the United States will probably 
continue to be Japan's best customer.’’

AMERICAN OOTTON. 

How mach do we seil“ I asked. 

None, replied Gov. Hubbard. ‘‘The 
American cottons do not enter the Japanese 
markets. We do not make tiie cheap and 
light article of cotton required by the Japan- 
ese. A slight change in the factories, how- 
ever, would adapt them to this class of goods, 
and there is no doubt but that our American 
mills can get.a limited market here when they 
are forced to look around fora foreign trade. 
They will then have to sell their goods ius close 
comprtition with England. We are Japan's 
nearest foreign neighbor. Wehavethe cotton 
at our doors, and our factories are in opera- 
tion. Japan raises some cotton, but it is of an 
inferior quality. It seems to me that foreign 
trade offers the solution of many of the labor 
and capital troubles of the United States. 
When the home markets are glutted and the 
factories closed for want of demand, this for- 
eign trade could eat up some of the surplus 
and keep the milis from resting. 

„Japan buys,’ Gov. Hubbard went on, 
**$51,000,000 worth of goods a year from for- 
eign nations. It sells in round numbers 

,000,000 worth of goods abroad, and its im- 
ports are thus neariya million dollars less 
than its exports. The needs of the nation 
will grow with the new civilization, and an in- 
creased demand for our productions will be 
the result. Among the chief things it now 
— are steam engines, clocks, watches, hats 
and caps, iron, steel, window glass, sugar, 
woolen and cotton yarns. Its importation 
of cotton varns last year was $8,000,000, and it 
bought $500,000 worth of wines. It sells 
abroad about forty different articies,and some 
ofthese will be new to you. In camphor 
there is an export of a million, and in cuttie 
fish a like amount. Japan sells $2,000,000 
worth of copper a year, and it has one of the 
largest copper mines in the world. It sells 
$1,000,000 worth of roelain, $1,000,000 wortn 
of silk handgerchiefs and $7,000,000 worth of 
tea. We buy nearly all of the Japan tea that 

oes abroad. The sales of raw silk amount to 

9,000,000 a year and of cocoons to $200,000 a 
year. It selle $00,000 worth of mushrooms 
and $2,000,000 worth of rice. The trade of the 
country is susceptible of increase, and Japan 
is by no means at the end of its material de- 
velopment.’’ 


THE FUTURE. 

**How about its future?“ I asked. 

‘*‘I think Japan bas a great future,’’ replied 
Gov. Hubbard. ‘*‘The advances the nation 
has made in the past two decades have no 
parallel in the history of civilization. The 
country has now raliroads, telegraphs, a com- 
— y | school system, and a Government 

ased on the plan of those of modern Europe. 
It is bringing machinery to the development 
of ite industries, and of its wonderful re- 
sources. Japan isa country of minerals and 
its coal and iron will add to its national 
wealth. 1 it is susceptible of 
great development, and only a small propor- 
tion of the land is now cultivated. The great 
Island of Yezzo, which lies north of Japan, 
and which contains 80,000 square miles, or 
nearly as much as all the New England 
States, with the exception of Maine, is unde- 
veloped. This contains good wheat lands, 
mountains of minerals, and itis the home of 
the Ainos, who are * 2 by some to be 
the original Japanese. bere are, however, 
very few of these, andthe Japanese Govern- 
ment is now trying to colonize the island. The 
Japanese are much like the French, in that 
they like home.

It is probabie 
that American materials will be to a 
large extent used, and that, though the roads 
will be bullt under the direction of the Japan- 
ese civil engineers, the materials and machin- 
ery may come from America. I believe that 
at present the prospect for American materi- 
alsend American trade was never better in 
Japan, and I think that fair and free competi- 
tion will be gieg to all foreign nations in the 
letting of the vernment contracts. With 
such a state of affairs Ido not fear for Ameri- 
can pluck, push and Ingenuity. As to the 
treaties, I think they ought to be revised, and 
America has always been on the side of re- 
vision. The conference of powers has, how- 
ever, taken an indefinite recess, and when it 
will be called together again is a question.’’

The cell floors are 
composed ofasinglie flat stone which serves 
for the celling of the cells beneath; the walls 
are also composed of a single large stone, 
with a hole chiseled in the end facing the cor- 
ridors for a small iron door large enough for 
an ordinary sized convict. Here it was Dan

There was once a magnificent stone porch 
over the main front entrance to the Warden’s 
house, built ata cost of $15,000, which became

this grand and luxurious building you find 
yourself standing on a marble floor, with a 
large reception-room at your right, adjoining 
which is the Commissioners’ private room, 
To your left is the Warden’s private office, 
back of which, with a side entrance, is the 
reguiar business office. Here three or four 
clerks are constantly busy keeping a complete 
record of the convicts, most of tnis particular 
work being performed by ‘‘trusties’’ under 
the supervision of Chief Clerk Gallus Mueller. 
It is here you obtain your permit to enter and 
visit the inside of this large institution. 
Before exploring the mysteries, however, 
Turnkey Keeling must examine your pase 
earefully, and then he turns the heavy iron 
door for you to enter and as it closes with a 
bang, a dismal, desolate feeling comes over 
the visitor and he pauses a moment to see if 
he is clad in stripes or still wears the clothin 
ofacitizen. He is almost terror stricken wi 
the solemn stiliness.

Old guards and re 
tell of Warden Buckmaster in 1864, who flogged 
a big ‘‘six-foot negro’’ till the blood flowed 
freely down the convict’s back, and then 
coolly satin the barber’s chair and ordered 
the negro to shave him. The remarkable 
courage and utter unconsciousness of fear of 
Col. Buckmaster gave him supreme control 
of every convictin prison. If once his hand 
tell on an unruly convict it cured him of all 
desire forasecond discipline; but time has 
changed the punishment code, and instead of 
the lash the unruly are treated to the black 
solitude of the ‘‘solitary.’’ 
THESE ‘‘SOLITARIES’’ 
are cells of stone, 10 feet long by 8 feet wide 
and 9 feet high. At the end opposite the door, 
about 8 inches from the ceiling, is a narrow 
grated window which admits a little light, but 
through which nothing can seen, not even 
the sky. The walls are 2 feet thick and of solid 
— through which no sound esca or 
enters. The doors are double and the prisoner 
locked in this kind of a cell is completely iso- 
lated from allsounds or sights. The furniture 
of these apartments consists of a pine board 
18 inches wide and 6 feetin length, raised from 
the cold stone floor just inches; this 
constitutes the bed, if indeed his misdemeanor 
permits the convictto enjoy the privilege of 
using it, for the most unruly ones are chained 
in a standing posture and remain there till 
enitence issure. The temperature is kept at 
deg. and not even a blanket is allowed the 
unfortunate culprit during the punishment, 
which sometimes lasts two weeks. The diet is 
simply bread and water, which is passed 
through a hand-hole in the door. 

This mode of punishment, though modern 
has the desired effect on the most upruly, an 
after one dose of it the convict is ready for 
any work orduties which may devolve upon 
him, In one of these tombs of punishment the 
desperado, Frank Rand, hung himself. An 
iron-nerved villain who could face a score of 
armed men preferred death to a few days of 
this solitary confinement.

AND PRINTING AT WASHINGTON, D.C 


Secrets of Bank Note and Bond Printing— 
The Wetting, the Printing and the En- 
graving Divisions—The Nimbie Fingers 
ot the Fair Counters—How Mistakes are 
Found Out and Punished.

ITUATED at the cor- 
ner of Fourteenth and 
1437 streets, 8. W., 
Wasbington, D. C., is 
the National Bureau ot 
K kagraving and Print- 
wa. You are met at 
g the fron-grated door 
: a by a watchman who 
we = politely requires you 
— to state your business. 
. If you inform him that 
you wish to see how 
Uncle Sam makes postage and revenue 
stamps, bank-notes, geeen-backs, bonds, sil- 
ver certificates, etc., be ushers you into the 
waiting room. Here you must register your 
name, occupation and residence. A guide 
leads you up two flights of stairs, through 
several rooms into the ‘‘wetting division,’’ 
where the paper is first introduced and 
where the Government apprentices to the 
plate printing trade are taught how to wet the 
paper for printing. In this department are 
employed from eight to twelve lady ‘‘coun- 
ters, three or four clerks and from four 
to fifteen apprentices and helpers, all of 
whom are under the charge of a superintend- 
ent who is deld responsible for 
all their daily deeds and misdeeds. 
Your attention is at once attracted to stacks of 
paper wrapped in damp rags and somewhat 
resembling tombstones at the first glance. 
You will notice the countera’ fingers pass 
over the paper with wonderfal rapidity 
as they count, ‘‘shift’’ or ‘‘clear’’ the 
sheets and you will hardly believe it when told 
that several of these ladies can count 1,000 
sheets in from 2 to 2% minutes. It is true, 
however, a fast counter handling from 600,000 
to 850,000 sheets In eight or nine hours. Each 
lady is responsible for her work and if she 
makes a mistake of even one sheet or fails 
to detect an error made before the sheets 
were brought into the room, thus permitting 
them to pass her as correctly counted, she is 
furloughed, discharged or given a written re- 
primand from the ohief of the bureau accord- 
ing to the potency of her political backing. 
As each lady counts a package of paper she 
piaces on top of it a narrow strip of paper on 
which she writes her initials and if the 
count is subsequently proved to be 
wrong a glance will suffice to locate 
the error. Shonid a sheet of paper—even a 
plain sheet bearing no printing whatever—be 
lost in one of the rooms, the employees in 
that room would have to pay the full face 
value it would have when finished and ready 
for circulation as money or use as postage or 
revenue stamps. If the sheet is subsequently 
found, this pro rate assessment on their 
salaries is not refunded but is kept as a 
penalty to the guilty and a warning to others. 
if it is not found, a requisition is made for an- 
other sheet tu replace it. 
THE PLAIN PAPER 
is brought to this department directly from 
the treasury vaults in packages of 1000 sheets 
on a reguisition of the suprintendent of the 
division, countersigned by the chief, assistant 
chief and accountant of the bureau. For 
partly printed sheets a requisition is made on 
the examining division of the bureau. The 
plain sheets are counted, then again counted 
and divided into sections of from 16 to 650 
sheets each. The paper is then taken to the 
other end of the room and ‘‘wetdown’’ at 
iron tanks about 16 or 20 feet long by 4 feet 
wide and s or 6 inches deep. This is done 
by boys. Therags witn which the paper 
is to be wet are immersed in the tanks, and

The Fractional Currency. 


From the Washington Post. 

Gen. Francis E. Spinner, formerly United 
States Treasurer, gives in a letter toa gentie- 
man in Jacksonville, Fla., the history of the 
fractional currency issued during the war of 


the rebellion. He says: 
Wen all the silver had been vald out of 
the Treasury of the United States, I procured 
from the Post-office Department quantities of 
postage stamps for the pugpose of making 
change. To facilitate the making of change 
I had the stamps pasted on slips of paper so 
as to make 25 and 50 cents. his was done 
after 8 with Hon. Montgome 

„ the then Postmaster-General, tha 
be would redeem them in that con- 
dition in postage > 1 It was soon 
found that this mode of procedure 
was impracticable. I then persuaded the 
Postmaster-General to procure the engraving 
and printing of fac-similes of the tal com- 
posse postage stamps. These the Treasury 
ought from the Postmaster-General under an 
agreement that the Post-office Department 
would redeem them. This was what was 
called ‘postal currency.’ Inclosed herewith 
you will find a sample of this kind of our- 
rency.

It was therefore no surprise 
to learn that before she became Mrs. Ward 
she was a Miss Arnold, and that she is the 
granddaughter of Dr. Arnold of Rugby. the 
niece of Matthew Arnold and the daughter of 
Thomas Arnold, the editor of many old books, 
the writer ot The Encyclopmdia Britannica’’ 
erticle on English literature and the author of 
a well known ‘‘Manual of English literature. 
Thomas Arnold, it will be remembered, be- 
came a Roman Oatholic, and for a while he 
was a professor in the university at Dublin 
and also at the oratory school in Birmingham. 
But he finally settled down to literary life in 
Oxford. 

In 1872 Miss Arnold married Thomas Hum- 
phrey Ward, an Oxford man, and at that time 
a tutor of Brasenose College. Since then Mr. 
Ward has given up his tutorsbip, and is now 
the are critic of the Times. His anthology of 
English verse, popularly known as Ward's 
English Poets,“ ie perhaps the best in existence. 
Mr. and Mrs. Ward live in one of the large 
old-fashioned houses in Russell square, near 
the British Museum. The Bloomsbury squares 
are so quiet and pretty, and the neighborhood 
so comparatively convenient, that one 
wonders why sc may have deserted this part of 
London for the out-of-the-way corners of Ken- 
sington and Bayswater. However, the Wards 
oan still count among their neighbors Miss 
Catherine Rosetti. oever does not know 
his Bloomsbury has but to turn to ‘‘Robert 
Elemere,’’ where he will find the description 
of Bedford Square, the London bome of the 
Elsemeres, and but a two minutes’ walk from 
Mrs. Ward’s own house. Rumor now has it 
that Mr. and Mrs. Ward have found for them- 
selves a summer house in Surrey, surely one 
of the prettiest counties in all England. The 
place they have bought is near Husiemere, 
where Tennyson lives several months of the 
year, and where Mrs. Gilchrist, the friend of 
Dante Rosetti and Wait Whitman, wrote many 
of the letters which have lately been given to 
the world 

Mrs. Ward has published two or three other 
books, less famous than Robert Elsmere ;’’ 
but none appeared until after she had been 
married for several years. The first was 
‘*‘Milly and Olly, a story for children illus- 
trated by Mrs. Alma Tadema. How strong is 
her love for certain parts of England is 
already shown in this very simpletale. Her 
child a and heroine come from Oxford- 
shire, and their summer journey, of which 
this story is the record, is to the lake 
country where Robert Eismere first met 
Catherine. A good deal of Mrs. Ward’s per- 
sonality can be learned from her books. 
Milly and Olly’’ was published in 1881. In 
1884 it was followed by her first novel, ‘‘Miss 
Bretherton,’’ which made some talk at the 
in cer- 
tain ways suggested Mary Anderson. There 
was just enough similarity to give people a 
chance to gossip. Many 133833 in Miss 
Bretherton’’ clearly reveal Mrs. Ward’s great 
reverence for and sympathy with French 
_— und French ideals. It was this proba- 

ly that led her to the tiansilation of 
Amilel’s Journal Intime, published in 
188. The Journal“ is of immense interest 
to all who care for pyschological problems 
and struggles, but it is a book pre-eminently 
for the few. Even Matthew Arnold’s criti- 
cism of it in one of the English magazines 
could not make the transiation popular. Be- 
sides her mastery of the French language, 
shown by this work, itis said that Mre. Wara 
knows more about early Spanish literature 
than almostany woman living. Of ‘‘Robert 
Els mere“ we have already spoken. It has 
been reviewed in almost every paper and 
magazine, and it bids fair to be as widely read 
in America as in England.

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Different Detectives for Different Kinds 
Crimes—Advantages at the Start— 


Special Correspondence of the POst-DIsPATCH. 
ARIS, October 9 
—The detective 
service of the 
Paris Police De- 
partment, so 
often vaunted 
and held up as a 
model, has been 
for some time in 
a chronic state of 
utter disorgani- 
zation. 

I was Director 
of Criminal In- 
vestigations 

2 from 1879 to the 
end of March, 1884, alter previously serving 
twenty-five yearsin the police as Commis- 
saire, or District Superintendent. I retired 
voluntarily from that arduous post because I 
could not carry out the reforms which I con- 
sidered, and still consider, absolutely indis- 


pensable. 

The French detective system is hedged 
round by so many vexatious administrative re- 
strictionsthat it may now be regarded as the 
worst managed force of the kind on the 
European continent. Outside the Department 
of the Seine, of which Paris is the capital, my 
detectives were quite powerless, except in 
cases ofthe gravest import. Even then the 
special permission to act is granted most con- 
descendingly. Our system suffers from the dual 
dry-rotthat withers everything in France— 
politics and red tape. 

The detective police force is placed under 
the control oftwo separate departments—the 
one nominated by the Paris Municipal Coun- 
cil and the other by the Minister of the In- 
terior. This does not add to the efficiency of 
the service, as the Radical majority of the 
Municipal Counciland the Opportunist cen- 
tral government are at daggers drawn. The 
causes which have reduced the detective force 
to something like impotency are mostly polit- 
ical. Since Paris has hada Municipal Coun- 
cil, elected by univeral suffrage, the Radical 
majority in that assembly has bent all its 
efforte towards getting the Police Department 
under its control; and the Chief of the Munici- 
pal Police, whose authority properly extends 
only over the ‘‘guardians of the peace’’—that 
is, the policemen in uniform—has usurped 
such prerogatives over the chief of the active 
branch that the latter has now two masters. 

CRIMINAL INVESTIGATION. 

Too much time is lost in formalities. The 
multiplicity of ceremonies intervening be- 
tween the application to the police force for 
its services, and compliance with the re- 
quest for such services, is such that 
the thief or murderer has fully forty- 
eight hours’ start of the superintendent. Often 
an interval of five days must elapse, thus af- 
fording ample time for the supposed criminals 
to escape. We want an advance in our system 
of criminal investigation not unlike that in 


augurated in England by the appointment of 
Mr. Howard Vincent. ortunately our crime 
does not demand the same spontaneous action 
that is needed to detect English and American 
malefactors. It is morecommon-place. We 
have indeed some notable swindiers and forg- 
ers; but the same phase of evil-doing in En- 

land and the United States has reached a 

egree of perfection that would render de- 
tection very difficult In France. Among our 
criminals there is sometimes a display ofa 
certain amount of meen ulty ; but the faculty 
of criminal organization developed among 
Anglo-Saxons amounts to positive genius. 

But as if delay was apparently not consid- 
ered sufficient to protectthe eriminal class, 
the authorities have adopted an arrangement 
whereby detectives have tobe accompanied 
by policemen in uniform, so that the former 
cannot fail tobe known and recognized by 
those whose interest it isto acquire such in- 
formation. 

THE EFFECT OF DUAL CONTROL. 

Here is an instance of how the dual control 
works. Detectives are always told off for duty 
atfires, exhibitions and races, in theaters, and 
indeed wherever crowds are expected to as- 
semble, but instead of being allowed to mix 
unobtrusively with the public and to receive 
thelr orders from officers in plain clothes, they 
are placed under an inspector in uniform called 
officier de paix. As this officer is seen order- 
ing them about, the faces of the men get 
known to the criminal classes, so that instead 
of being able to watch others unsuspected they 
are themselves watched, and are marked out 
as objects for malicious tricks and sometimes 
for cruel outrages. At the Opera dalle, we 
have detectives in plain clothes; but what is 
the use of sending them when they are made 
toenter the theater by the police door with 
the men in uniform, so that they become 
known to all the employes of the house? 

Notonly, however, isthe efficiency of the 
detective police force destroyed by iil-timed 
parsimony, delay, the sending of cases on an 
endless journey from one bureau to another 
and from a conflict of jurisdiction between 
rival heads of departments, but the Chief of 
the Municipal Police may be said to have set 
up a private detective staff of its own, which 
works independently of the department, and 
is often brought into conflict with it. 

One day Supt. Williamson came to me com- 

laining that two English detectives, who had 

een sent from Scotland Yard to watch Nihil- 
ists, had been taken into cusiody. It turned 
out that they had been arrested and locked up 
—under the belief that they themselves were 
conspirators—by the men ofthe Superintend- 
ent (M. Caubet). On another occasion three 
of M. Caubet’s men were apprehended as sus- 
pected burglars by two of my force after a 
regular pitched battle! 

THE DETECTIVE OFFICE. 

But the evils of this misunderstanding in 
high places will be best understood by the ac- 
countcf how things are managed when the 
services of detectives are called into request 
for the pursuit of fugitive criminals. The de- 
tective office remains open ali day and night, 
80 that people who have been robbed often 
rush off to police headquarters in the dead of 
night expecting that a detective will be atonce 
placed at their disposal. But the detective- 
office can do nothing now without orders from 
the ‘‘First Bureau of the First Division,’’ 
which mappsns to be in the Department of 
Municipal Police, and this office is only open 
from 10 a. m. till 5 p.m. The complainant, 
whose cashier we will say has absconded, 
cones to the detective office, or Surete,as it is 
called, and is referred to the First Bureau. He 
waits till that office is opened in the morning, 
and is told to make his charge to the Commis 
saire of Policein his district. The Commis- 
saire is very expeditious, draws up a report, 
which is forwarded back to the First Bureau in 
the course of the day. After passing through 
the hands of various clerks the report is 
copied and transmitted—at the earliest 
towards 5 p. m. on the following day—not to 
the Surete, for that would be too rapid, but to 
the Chief of the Municipal Police. Another 
clerk takes a copy of it and at about 10 p. m. 
it reaches the 8urete If a cage is very urgent 
all this requires two days; but ordin affairs 
are delayed a whole week before they are 
committea to the Surete. Meanwhile, as I 
have often before said, the criminal has had 
ample time to put miles between him and us.

consists chiefly of jewels or plate, there are 
detectives who are better up as to where the 
things have gone to, and by whom they have 
been taken, than others, whose specialty, so 
to speak, lies more with deeds, bonds or other 
documents of the kind. 

A really good detective is regarded by his 
superiors as a most valuable auxiliary; but if 
he gets known by the criminal classes of Paris 
his usefulness is considered to be at an end. 
The training our detectives undergo before 
they are considered as perfectly efficient is no 
chiid’s play. Some of them are—at their own 
request, of course—sent for a short time to 
penal servitude, and go through a certain pe- 
riod of the greatest hardships which any liv- 
ing being can endure, for the sole purpose of 
becoming well uainted with the most ras- 
cally of the criminal classes. Others are sent 
to live with thieves as thieves, in what Paris- 
lans call les quartiers excentriques de Paris, or 
the outskirts of the metropolis. Many of them 
speak other languages than thelrown and do 
so with fluency; while of the latter not a few 
have picked up an excellent knowledge of 
English by‘ ‘loafing’’—under orders, ot course, 
from their chiefs—for some time in the neigh- 
borhood of Leicester and Soha-squares. 

AN ADVANTAGE. 

The French detective bas an advantage to 
start with when he enters upon a case, being 
furnished with more clews that an English or 
an American detective usually has. All the 
lodging- houses and hotels of Paris, all the 
stage offices and depots, are sources of infor- 
mation that are open to officers of the law, 
and arrivals and names are 126 and sys- 
tematically registered. The result is that the 
advent ofa suspicious person, either under 
his own name or bearing any of his numerous 
aliases, is in possession of the detective at the 
beginning of the inquiry; he knows where the 
criminal is staying, and can obtain an accu- 
rate account of his movements at any mo- 
ment. 

When the widow Stordeur was murdered in 
1882, all the clue I had was that the assassin’s 
name was Bistor, and that he had formerly 
been a bookseller’s traveler. My first step 
was to go round to all the booksellers of Paris 
and ask for a list of their travelers, past and 
present. Not oneofthe lists contained the 
name of Bistor. But the name of Delafoy oc- 
curred on several. Now Delafoy had once 
been in partnership with Bistor, 1 surmised 
that Bistor had assumed the name of Delafoy, 
and resolved to seek for him under that name. 
Forthwith a number of detectives were dis- 
guised as book-hawkers, supplied with a 

ack, and sent to look forthe man I wanted, 

n all the departments surrounding Paris. All 
but one ot them returned to Paris unsuccess- 
ful; that one had pushed on to Creil and there 
found Delafoy, who was no other than Bistor, 
and had him arrested. 
IDENTIFICATION. 

Our system of identification dy means of 
photographs has been much longer applied to 
the dangerous classes than in England or 
America. There is already an enormous col- 
lection of these portraits, amounting in num- 
ber to something like 100,000. There is no 
known album which is capable of receiving 
and displaying this huge gallery, and the 
cartes de visite of the unamiable persons 
thus rendered immortal by art lie about 
in a confusion which is capable of puz- 
Zliug the most patient explorer. Hitherto 
there has been no attempt to classify these 
likenesses upon any plan which would 
be likely to aseist the police in searching for 
the photograph of a man at all skilifally dis- 
guised, or who had by ye new capillary 
adornments, or by cutting off old ones, great ly 
altered his appearance; so thatthere is con- 
stantly an enormous waste of time in search- 
ing out the name and identity of an offender 
who is fully suspected of having figured be- 
fore the prison photographer. Ifa suitable 
classification could befound, this is perhaps 
one of the best means in the province of our 
department to spot the right man at any given 
moment. 

I remember the case of a woman who kept a 
common — —e in the Boulevard de 
Clichy. She bad been assaulted, robbed, and 
left for dead by one of her lodgers. Next 
— she was still alive, and I was at her 
pillow eagerly watching for a wordor ges- 
ture which might give mea clew. At length 
the poor woman feebly uttered the name 
‘*Leonee,’’ and then fainted. That was 
enough. 1 hurried back tothe Prefecture, 
and took down my photographic collection 
of characters well known to the po- 
lice. The collection at that time 
was less considerable than it is now. 
I selected all those which had been 
taken of men called Leonce, returned to 
the dying woman and showed them to herone 
afteranotber. Atthe sight of one particular 
portrait the victim started. That was the 
man I wanted. His full name was Leonce 
Ferry. Lgave two of my men instructions how 
to proceed, and they had Leonce Ferry ar- 
rested as he was playing the three-card trick. 
The murderer confessed at once. 

Such is an imperfect sketch of the detective 
system of Paris and such are some of its 
shortcomings. Much could be done to im- 
prove it, but, as it stands, it has accomplished 
much fine work in the past, and, from what I 
know of it,lam sure that it will continue to 
do the same in the future.

It ap- 

pears that he 

will not hear of 

a daughter of 

the hated race 

of France be- 

coming the 

sister-in-law of 

a Prussian Prin- 

cess, and as his sister Sophia is to marry the 

Duke of Sparta, heir to the throne of Greece, 

next winter, he has interposed bis 

all-powerful influence to prevent the French 

alliance. A rather petty proceeding it 

would seem for the savage young Teutonic 

chieftain, but quite in the lines of the old cus- 

toms of barbaric races. William II. is an an- 

achronism. He belongs to the days of bear- 

skin manties and winged helmets, and spiked 

war-clubs and flint-headed arrows, etc. How 

such a man ever came to be born of the noble 

and high-minded Frederick and his accom- 

plished wife isa mystery. In him is revived 

one of the barbaric kings of yore, from 

whom he is doubtless descended, 

and to whom the art and poetry of 

Greece and the grandeur of ancient Rome 

must have seemed but contemptible effemin- 

acies, the whole world holding nothing worth 

living for, but fighting and feasting, the faces 
of fair women and the clink of gilded mail. 

But the fair young French princess can bide 

her time. She is very pretty, and to be one of 

the unmarried royal beauties of Europe is to 

possess a sure passporttoathrone. Never 

was royal loveliness at such a premium as it 

is and has been during the past thirty years. 

Princes and princesses were married in former 

times without much question as to the charms 


possessed by the young ladies. But since 
THE EMPRESS EUGENIE, 

the Empress Elizabetn of Austria, the Prin - 
cess of Wales and the present Empress of 
Russia all owed their splendid alliances to 
their beauty. The personal appearance of the 
damsele of princely houses has become a 
question of singular importance not only to 
themselves but to their regai wooers, 

Ido not think that the present generation of 
young royal ladies can present as exquisite 
types of loveliness as did that 
now passing away. Twenty-five years 
ago the Empress of Austria, for instance, was 
sim ply — She would have been noted 
for her beauty had she been a bar maid or a 
ballet girl. he slender, graceful figure, the 
finely molded features, the large, brilliant 
dark eyes, the beautifully formed head 
crowned with a wealth of black silken tresses, 
all went to make op an ensemble of physical 
perfection. Isaw her once at that period, 
when I was staying at the Archduke Charles 
Hotel at Vienna. The radiant Elizabeth came 
there with her imperial husband to call upon 
the Countess of Flanders, the sister-in-law of 
the King of the Belgians. She passed in front 
of a large window opening upon a balcony, 
and on that balcony was stationed a party of 
Americans, one of which was myself, all eager 
to catch a glimpse of the famous royal beauty. 
With true 8 courtesy she paused for a 
moment on behoiding the group, and stood 
there for a brief but appreciable space of time, 
as H tosay: Tou wanted to see me—here I 
am!’’ Then, with a stately inclination of her 
beautiful head, she turned away and re- 
joined her husband, leaving every one of 
the spectators in raptures with her loveliness. 

SHE WAS ATTIRED 

in a costume of transparent muslin and Valen- 
ciennes lace, with a broad sash in violet silk 
thickly embroidered with steel spangies. 
From beneath her compact little turban hat 
there fell at the back of her head a mass of 
black, glossy braided tresses, coiled round 
and round, and confined in a net of purple 
silk. Asimple dress enough for an Empress 
to wear while paying a call on a Princess, but 
its very simplicity only served to enhance 
the splendor of its wearer’s beauty, Of late 
years the Empress will never consent 
to sit for ber photograph, and dislikes 
extremely to be gazed at in public, 
sure tokens of the waning of her once re- 
splendent charms. She was the one beauty of 
her family, none of her three sisters, the 
Queen of Naples, the Princess of Thurn and 
Taxis, and the Duchess d’Alencon, being in 
any way remarkable for their good looks. 
Indeed, the last named princess was post- 
tively plain. A good deal of regret has en 
felt in Austrian society that the Emperor had 
had not selected Princess Helen, now Princess 
of Thurn and Taxis, as she is avery brilliant 
conversationalistand is fond of music and 
society; whereas the Empress dislikes 
even to show herself at the opera, and really 
cares for nothing except wy and bunting. 
She is growing rather old to indulge in th 
last amusement, being over 51. But she pre- 
serves many of her charms, and especially the 
shapeliness of her figure and the luxuriance 
of her long, thick tresses. At the court con- 
cert given at Vienna in honor of the Emperor 
of Germany she created a profound sensation 
by her coiffure. She wore her hair falling un- 
eonfined at the back in long masses over her 
shoulders and studded with stars of 
diamonds heid in place by slender con- 
cealed wires. This

as it was called was omy admired, no less 
than its stately wearer. he Empress is said 
to be the queenliest royal lady in Europe to 
behold. t is a sight tosee her at a court 
presentation, passing down the line of ladies 
who are to be introduced, and tnrning at the 
end with a grand sweep of her regal train, 
whose folds are never disarranged by the 
action, so adroitly is it executed. 

In the days of her youth the imperial Eliza- 
beth was a very winning and sympathetic per- 
sonage, The professor engaged to teach ler 
the Hungarian language has left on record the 
impression made upon him by his royal pupil; 
her gentieness, ber gracious ways, her ardor 
and conscientiousness in her studies, and also 
the devoted affection then subsisting between 
herself and her husband. Sbe would throw 
aside instantly her books and exercises and 
hurry from the room whenever the Emperor 
was heard calling her by her pet name of 
Flise. This pleasant state of matters 
conjugal was brought to a sudden 
termination several years ago. The Empress 
detected her spouse in a liaison of peculiar 
turpitude and bad taste. This was more than 
the haughty Elizabeth,then conscious of being 
one of the loveliest women in Europe, could 

atiently endure. She has never forgiven her 
2 , though, unlike the Queen of Servia, 
she was too wise to bring matters to an open 
rupture. From that period dates her partial 
withdrawal from court life, and her devotion 
to riding and hunting. Under the name 
of the Countess of Hohenembs she has 
shown a great predilection for fox — 
Ireland, but that form of gnjoyment has 
been in late years debarred to her by the Iris 
disturbances.
